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CLAIMS 

1 . The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 1 03(a) which fomris the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the inventbn is not identically disctosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

2. Claims 1-2 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Komlyama (US 6690955) in view of Chien (US 6270229). 

Regarding claim 1, Komiyama shows a programmable light source device (figs. 1-2) 
comprising: 

A luminance light source (10); 
A mobile phone display (2); 

A driving integrated circuit (8) mounted within a housing of a mobile phone (1) for 
sending out signals to control the luminance source (10) on illumination effects (col. 9, 
lines 7-12), and to receive input from a keypad (3) to set desired illumination effects 
(col. 9, lines 7-12). 

Komiyama differs from the claimed invention in that the luminance light source is LEDs 
instead of electro-luminance (EL) panel. 

However, Chien teaches an EL panel having various illumination effects on a display 
(col. 3, lines 46-49). 

Hence, the concept of providing various illumination effects on a display is well taught 
by Komiyama, therefore, it would have been obvious for one of ordinary skill in the art to 
use Komiyama as it is, or to replace Komiyama's LEDs with EL panel as taught by 
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Chien, because it is understood that LED and EL panel are interchangeable devices in 
many of their applications, and as long as replacing the LED with the EL panel, or vice 
versa, would not change the basic concept of illuminating the display shown by 
Komiyama. Therefore, such modification would be considered as a variation of 
Komiyama and would have been obvious for one of ordinary skill in the art. 

Regarding claim 2, the combination of Komiyama and Chien shows the illumination 
effects comprise luminance intensity, color, color changing time and patterns (col. 3, 
lines 57-59, col. 6, lines 29-33, col. 7, lines 35-37 in Komiyama: col. 8, lines 40-45 in 
Chien).
